A TEXAS DUEL. 


Jesse Crooms, a Bad Man, Killed by J. H. P. 
Davis in Self-Defense. 

GALVESTON, TEX., February 1.—Intelligence 
reached here last night from Richmond, the 
county seat of Fort Bend county, of a tragedy 
which occurred there yesterday.

Davis and Crooms met atthe saloon of A. 
K. McKnabb, on Main street. Crooms, imme- 
diately upon seeing Davis, went to his livery 
stable, a few doors off, ana obtaining his re- 
volver, started back to the saloon. In the 
eantime young Davis was apprised of 
rooms’ action and he ran out of the saloon 
‘to meet his antagonist. As the two men ap- 
proached each other, Davis repeatedly com- 
manded Crooms to throw down his pistol. 
retorted with oaths that he had come 
for satisfaction and was going to have it, 
and while in the act of raising his pistol was 
fired upon by Davis, the ball passing through 
Croom’s heart, killing him instantly.

ORDINANCE. 


Mr. Scullin Says They Cannot Go Back on 
Their Promise—Mr. Tredway on the Water- 
Gas Ordinance—The Trouble in the House of

Mayor Francis affixed his signature to the 
ordinance extending the franchise of the St. 
Louis gaslight company Saturday evening, 
and forwarded the ordinance to the secretary 
of the council.

Itcan’t make any difference 
to you whether we accept the bill now or in 
eight days from now.

The Sudden Explosion of Ritzinger Brothers’ 
Bank at Indianapolis. 

INDIANAPOLIS, IND., February 1.—Ritzinger 
Brothers’ Bank, established in 1867, and which 
has done a large business among the Ger- 
mans. did not open its doors this morning, 
the proprietors, Frank L. and Augustus W. 
Ritzinger, having made an assignment to 
George B. Yandes. The papers were executed 
after midnight this morning. While there 
had been some talk affecting the standing of 
the bank, it was not generally discussed, but 
the rumors had been widespread enough to 
affect the bank’s customers, gausing a falling 
off in its business to such a degree as to neces- 
sitate a suspension of business. The senior 
partner, when asked what caused the assign- 
meat, tersely said the bank had been talked 
to death. While taere had been no run 
on the dank, old customers bad 


dropped off. On Saturday two of the other 
city banks extended assistance which they 
considered * without a request for it on 
the part of the embarrassed Hrm, but the 
partners, seeing the turn affairs were af lar.

THE QUEEN. 


The Ex-Premier Reesives the Personal Com- 
mand of the Queen to Form a New Cabinet 


Houses of Parliament Meet and Adjourn 

Until Tharsday—Foreign News. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dupateh. 

Lowpow, February 1.—Mr. Gladstone ar- 
rived at Osborne to-day and proceeded to the 
palace to confer with the queen on the political 
situation, his journey, as usnal on critical na- 
tional occasions, being a sort of triumphal 
progress from the start to the finish. The fact 
that the queen’s secretary in summoning Mr. 
Gladstone also visited Lord Hartington has 
given rise to the report that Mr. Gladstone is 
sent for, not necessarily to form a cabinet, 
but to state his intentions on the Irish ques- 
tion, and that in the event of his explanations 
not proving satisfactory, Lord Harting- 
ton will be asked to take office. 
Lord Hartington is understood to have in- 
formed Gen. Ponsonby that if the queen sent 
for him before Gladstone he should simply 
advise her majesty to summon Mr. Gladstone 
first. In the event of the audience 
terminating unfavorably, he would 
undertake the formation of an administration. 
The opinion in all but Tory circles, however, 
is almost unanimous that Mr. Gladstone’s aud- 
lence with the queen will result in an under- 
standing. Mr. Gladstone's modified pariia- 
mentary programme contains nothing to pre- 
vent the formation of 
A STRONG ADMINISTRATION 
with or without Hartington under his leader- 
ship. Hartington’s definition of his position 
on the Irish question leaves him free to join 
Gladstone or not as to-day’s audience may 
determine. He has explicitiy declared that 
the divergence of opinion between Mr. Glad- 
stone and himself is not of a character to pre- 
vent his taking office under his 
former chief. If he holds out 
as the statement or autbority’’ declares, he 
will do it at the instance of the powerful in- 
fluences combining for the formation of a third 
great national party, comprised of the moder- 
ates of all political organizations under Hart- 
ington’s leadership. Leaving Hartington and 
Argyl out, Gladstone’s new cabinet would be 
practically the old ministry with a change of 
officers all round, anda small infusion of new 
blood.

GLADSTONE GOES TO OSBORNE. 
Lonpox, February 1.—Mr. Gladstone left 
London to-day for Osborne in response to the 
command of the queen. At the railway sta- 
tion he was greeted with cheers by the people 
gathered there aud smilingly bowed his ac- 
knowledgment.

night.

Mr. Gladstone has arrived at Osborne and 
has received the personal command of the 
queen to form a new cabinet. It is officially 
announced this afternoon that Mr. Gladstone 
kissed the hand of her majesty on reeciving 
her command. Both houses of parliament 
met to-day and adjourned until Thursday, 
pending the formation of a new cabinet. 

MUTINY ON A REFORMATORY SHIP. 
LIVERPOOL, February 1.—A mutiny occurred 
to-day among the lads on the reform- 
tory ship Clarence, which is lying m 
the Mersey. At a preconcerted signal 
the lads in a body attacked the 
officers with belaying pins, firearms — 
other weapons. The officers drew their 
revolvers and fired into the mutinous 
crowd and tried in vain to force them to lay 
down their weapons and return to their places. 
The boys continued their assualt, and at last 
compelled the officers to seek the shelter of 
their cabins. The lads then lowered the boats, 
into which they crowded, and the boats 
drifted down the stream with the tide. The 
Clarence’s officers, after the departure of the 
boys, made signals to authorities ashore 
and soon several boats filled with police put 
out from the shore and called upon the boys to 
surrender. The youngsters, deeming that re- 
sistance would be useless, gave up and were 
taken back to the ship. The ringleaders were 
placed in irons. Eighteen lads and two ot 
ficers received wounds in the fight on board. 
Two years ago the lads confined on board the 
Clarence set fire to the ship. 

CENSURING GLADSTONE, 

BERLIN, February 1.—The National Zeitung, 
in an article on the recent events in English 
politics, censures Mr. Gladstone for gaining 
control of the government by what it terms 
gross intrigue.

CITY GAS TRUSTS, | 

Of 600 gas establishments in operation 
in Germany in 1883, 290 were public prop- 
erty and 310 were owned and managed by 
private corporations. Only one-fourth of 
the gas works were owned by municipal- 
ities twenty-five years ago. At present, 
of 164 leading German cities, eighty-eight 
own and manage thelrown gas works, 
supplying gas to 7,000,000 of people, while 
the populations supplied by private com- 
panies aggregate only 4,500,000. The ten- 
dency on that side of the water is towards 
intrusting the gas business more and 
more to the municipal governments. 
Mr. ARTHUR SILVERTHORNE, a promi- 
nent English expert asserts that wherever 
municipalities have bought out the private 
gas companies in England, they have 
managed the gas business so as to achieve 
results far superior to those obtained under 
the directorate of private companies. 
After paying from 150 to 400 per cent of the 
face value of the stock, and from four to 
ten times the value of the plant, these 
municipalities in nearly every case suc- 
ceeded in paying the interest on the pur- 
chase price, in lowering the price of gas 
to consumers and in handing over a hand- 
some surplus to the city treasury. After 
purchasing her gas works and lowering 
the price of gas, Birmingham doubled the 
earnings in four years and found herself 
turning into her treasury a 35 per cent

diwidend from gas. In the ten years since 


she purchased her gas works, Notting- 
ham has reduced the price of gas to 
consumers from 38 4d, to 28 2d, and 
has inoreased her net profit from £5,783 
in 1877 to £33,169 in 1884. Leeds has done 
so well with her gas works that the policy 
of letting consumers have gas at 1 shill- 
ing per 1,000 cubie feetis seriously dis- 
cussed. . 

What ground is there for assuming that 
municipal governments are more trust- 
worthy in such matters in the old world 
than in this country? There is a lamor 
for Philadelphia to sell her gas ae to 
a private company on the ground that 
her Gas Trust has been extravacant or 
corrupt, wasting or stealing over a mill- 
ion dollars a year, and serving as the cen- 
tral nexus of a variety of corrupt rings 
in city politics. But in spite of the al- 
leged waste or stealage, it appears that 
Philadelphia has fared better with re- 
spect to gas than any American city 
which depended on private gas corpora- 
tions. Her owning her own gas works 
has saved so many millions to her tax- 
payers and to her gas consumers that 
those who oppose the sale seem to have 
good ground for charging that there isa 
job in it, or in the application of the pro- 
ceeds. It is probable that, if St. Louis 
had owned her own gas works, her mu- 
nicipal rings might have fared very 
sumptuously for the last fifteen years, 
and still have supplied gas at half the 
price we have paid for it. It is possible 
also that the corruption engendered by 
municipal management of a gas estab- 
lishment would not have exceeded that 
which has attended our dealings with pri- 
vate gas companies, 


CORNELL'S NEW PROFESSORSHIP. 

Mr. H. W. Sage has given an endow- 
ment for the establishment of a Chair of 
Ethies and Philosophy in Cornell Uni- 
versity, and specified that the instruction 
should be ‘‘from a definitely Christian 
standpoint.” Now, the Society of Eth- 
ical Culture, headed by FELIX ADLER, the 
Liberal League, to which Bos INGERSOLL 
belongs, and the Nineteenth Century Club 
of New York City, have united in an ap- 
peal to the New York Legislature to pre- 
vent the establishment of said professor- 
ship. These societies maintain that 
no religious bent can be given to 
the methods of instruction with- 
out invalidating the charter of 
the institution. If the spirit and 
letter of the charter are to be 
actually violated in the establishment ofa 
new professorship for instruction “from a 
definitely Christian standpoint,” there are 
grounds for opposing it, but in this case 
the protest may be discredited in the pub- 
lic estimation by the source from which it 
proceeds, In the founding of non-secta- 
rian institutions, whether by States or 
individuals, it is usually intended that the 
instruction. shall be in accord with the 
spirit of Christian precept and example, 
while free from denominational bias. 
Such an institution is Cornell University. 
Three societies are making a concurrent 
protest against the new Chair of Ethics 
and Philosophy. One of these is the 
Liberal League, of which Bos INGERSOLL 
is the presiding genius. The League does 
not content itself with fighting the battle 
of free thought against bigotry and theo- 
logical intolerance, but wages flerce war 
against the whole institution: of Chris- 
tianity. Another of the protesting bodies 
is the Nineteenth Century Club of New 
York, which has latterly achieved a pecu- 
liar notoriety for the discussion of ‘eco- 
nomical questions. The club evinces no 
especial antagonism to Christianity, but 
enjoys a damaging reputation for unsound 
dividual or society oughtto be respectfully 
heard im presenting a reasonable and 
to consider the souree of protests, just as 
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Legislature of New York and may have 
some effect in spite of its origin. 


INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 


ing the International Copyright question 
before the Senate Committee on Patents 
declared that there is no property in an 
idea, but the fallacy of his position was 
promptly exposed by Mr. J. R. LOWErr. 
There are some ideas in whieh there is 
very little property, as for instance, one 
of Mr. HusBarp’s ideas. Mr. LOWELL 
explains that the property is in the fashion 
of expressing the idea; as ina copyrighted 
book, or a patented rat trap or telephone. 
The argument that the absence of inter- 
national copyright laws lowers the price 
of books is the same kind of argument 
that impels one to rob a hog-pen or 
a hen-roost, for thus cheap hogs: 
and cheap chickens are obtained, just as 
we obtain cheap books in the absence of 
copyright laws. But, after all, it would 
make very little difference in the price of 
books. The author would be protected 
and some of the publishers’ profits re- 
duced by the interruption of piratical re- 
publication. If international copyright is 
established, the American reader will pay 
what he has always paid for American 
books, and for such English books as are 
not now protected in England by thé’ 
English copyright law. This would in- 
clude the greater part of standard English 
literature, It may be that the proposed 
bill will be passed in a shape that will 
even restrict its application to books copy- 
righted after its passage. : 

The question of international copyright 
has been brought forward from time to 
time for generations and has been intro- 
duced in Congress several times, but only 
during the last few years has it engaged 
the serious attention of that august body. 
It is now receiving the grave considera- 
tion which it deserves, and there is a fair 
prospect that an international copyright 
bill will be passed by the present Congress. 
It is conceded that such a bill would provide 
that English books copyrighted in Ameri- 
ca would have to be printed in America, 
This would make no difference to the En- 
glish author and would be a just provision 
for the interest of American pudlishers, 
printers and binders.

AS BREWSTER was one of those Eastern 
dudes, and a Republican at that, no fuss 
was made about his serving as retained 
counsel for the Western Union monopoly 
while he was Attorney-General. What 
better could we expect from him? But we 
had a right to assume that we had reached 
the end of all such doings when a plain 
Democrat, a ’possum-fed lawyer from the 
canebrakes of Arkansaw, was placed at 
the head ofthe Department of Justice. 
Who could suspect him of casting an- 
chors tothe windward,’’ getting ‘‘in on 
the ground floor,” or standing on vel- 
vet, and going into the office of Attorney- 
General loaded up with $1,500,000 of 
deadhead telephone stock, whose value 
was to depend altogether upon the official 
action of his department? ‘‘So sleeps the 
pride of former days, so glory’s thrill is 
o’er” for the homespun simplicity of the 
Southwest.

SENATOR SHERMAN’S silver bill ig re- 
garded with growing mistrust.

Senator Harris, 
Gen. Johnston and Col. Casey Young refuse to 
talk on the subject, confining themselves to 
saying that the publication was full of errors 
and that they did not eare to enter a news- 
paper controversy. Dr. J. W. Rogers, the 
originator of the National improvement oon. 
pany and father ot J. Harris Rogers, the i- 
ventor ot the machines sought to be used by 
this company; was willing to talk and talked 
frankly. He said he had gone into the affair 
us a business enterprise and that he had gtven 
the stock held by the principal of- 
ficials of tho company in exchange 
for the use of their names. On this point he 
was very explicit. He gave a history of the 
company’s organization, which was, in point 
of fact, little different from that published by 
the WORLD. Thedoctor said he had nothing 
to concealin the matter, and turned over to 
your correspondent his letter-book, which 
contained 100 or more letters relating to the 
enterprise. 

DR. ROGERS’ BACKING. 

From this book it was learned that when the 
administration changed hands Dr. Rogers was 
a candidate for the assistant attorneyship in 
the state department, or for the same position 
in any one of the departments of the govern- 
ment. He was commended to the president 
for such an appointment by a most formidable 
array of distinguished gentlemen. Among 
these names are those of Senator I. G. Harris 
of Tennessee, ex-Congressman W. C. Whit- 
thorne, Senator J. S. Blackburn of Kentucky, 

Dunn of Arkansas, Indian 
Commissioner John D. C. Atkins, Gen. 
Joseph Johnston, the Pacific railroad com- 
missioner; H. D. Money of Mississippi, James 
Gibbons, archbishop of Baltimore and pri- 
mate of the United States; S. A. Clarkson, late 
reetor of St. Dominick's church in New York; 
Gen. J. W. Denver, who was a candidate for 
the presideney at Chicago last year; R. F- 
Looney, the Democratic member of the nation! 
committee from Tennessee and some of the 
most prominent members of the distriet bar, 
including Arthur McArthur, one of the justices 
of the District supreme court. He was further 
indorsed by the arehbishop of Philadelphia, 
by the Oatholic bishop of Albany, by 8. W. 
Ryan, bishop of Buffalo, and by John J. Mur 
phy, president of the Gonzaga college.

Of all the women editors of this country no 
one is better known than Mrs. Mary Mapes 
Dodge. Witha simple frankness, and desti- 
tute of any false modesty, she inscribes her 
name on that delightful messenger which visits 
all our homes on the 26thof everymonth. We 
welcome her in the spirit if we cannot do so in 
the flesh, and all mothers thank her not only 
for amusing their children, but for instructing 
them as well.

Nuw York, February 1.—Among the passen - 
gers who landed from the White Star steamer 
Celtic yesterday was Mr. Samuel Plimsoll of 
England, and until last November a member 
of the British house of commons. The name 
of Plimsollis known to dwellers in seaport 
towns the world over in connection with the 
little circle in white paint divided in the cen- 
ter by aline of white which appears on the 
hulis of British ships marking the limit to 
which a vessel may be safely loaded. The af- 
fixing of this mark was compulsory by an act 
of parliament, in the passage of which Mr. 
Plimsoll wasthe prime mover, the object of 
the law being to protect seamen from the dan- 
gers ofshipping on vessels which, through the 
cupidity of the owners, had been overloaded. 
Mr. Plimsoll is accompanied by his wife, and 
after a sojournof afew days in the city will 
go directly to Florida. He is a vigorous gen- 
tleman, past middle age, above medium 
height, witha florid face framed with well- 
trimmed silver hair and beard. In manner he 
is courteous and speaks with earnestness and 
precision.
